ALGERIA—The Socialist Federa¬ 
tion of Algeria protests energetically 
against the decision taken l»y the Par¬ 
liamentary commis.slon on the subject 
of proportional representation, which 
on the mottiiti of M .Maginot. ex¬ 
cludes Algeria fr«>m participation in 
this system, shortly »o h* applied in 
France. The federati demands the 
support of the Socialists in parlia¬ 
ment. so that they should not once 
more he done out of a reform of so¬ 
cial value. A committee, on which 
all the p«diticai parties are represent- 
ed. IS being formed. 111 order lo voice 
the protest of the people of .Algeria. 

AI.SACE-LORRAINK—At the U»t 
municipal electiims at Mtiehlhausen 
si» Social'DcmfK'rats were elected. 
This did not suit the bourgeois au- 
thoritiefi, and all six mandates were 
annulled. The new election I'lok place 
on Feb. 15. This time the Si^ial- 
Democrats p«illed i,22o votes— 3^ 
more rlian l»eh»re. The bourgeois 
parties had. li' wever. united to op¬ 
pose them, and by thi.s means man¬ 
aged to gam the victory with I..t63 
votes. In the evening an Imposing 
meeting took place to protest against 
this theft of scats. 

GKRM.A.VV—A military br>>cott 
has been prontMinced against the Cin¬ 
ematograph theater in Halle a-S. on 
account of some pictures of Singer’s 
funeral. StdUiers are forbidden to go 
there ai long as these pictures re¬ 
main in the program. In two other 
places (he pictures were forbidden al¬ 
together, though only in one of them 
was the prohibilidn enforced. 

(.)ur comrade I.eHebmir, speaking 
last week tii the relchbtag on the na¬ 
val estimates, alluded to the oft-re- 
peateil statement that the fleet was 
necessary for the protection of trad¬ 
ing ships. “Ihit,” said Ledeborr, ‘it 
If- impoftsible that each trading ship 


should be accompanied by a maji- 
of-war, in liii'iC of war crefy iradtsg 
ship Is liable to be seized: In order 
to protect trade, war would have to 
be prevented altogether; or. if it does 
break out, it must be carried on in 
such a manner that the tradiji^ ships 
are not endangered as they are'pnder 
the prevailing custom on the high 
seas. The workers of every land have 
the greatest interest in the prevention 
<»f war; but your policy tends to in¬ 
flame and strengthen the danger of 
war. Herr Tirpitz says the fleet is 
not there for aggressive purposes. .Ah, 
yes! but the ministers in other cou- 
tries say that. too. Hut the amu- 
mentK constitute an endless screw, 
and, do nor abolish the danger of 
war. but intensify it. In order to 
abolish our patriotic duty is to 
tight against the jingoes in our own 
country." 

Ledebour went on to speak of otb*> 
rr matters connected with the navy, 
and, in conclusion, referred to what 
he called Prince Henry’s election 
speech against the Social-Democrats, 
saying that as a Social-Democrat he 
had no objection to the prince and his 
elder brother acting a‘ excellent pro¬ 
pagandists for Social-Democracy; but 
as a taxpayer be muat protest against 
naval officers (Prince Henry among 
bis many offices is an admiral) bemg 
used for such purpo^^k. During the 
cimcluding sentences -if Ledebour’i 
speech, the president's fingers kept 
wandering tosfards the bell, and 
when . he had finished Admiral von 
Tirpitz protested against hit introduc¬ 
ing Prince Henry’a speech ‘Into the 
debate. He bad no right as a tax¬ 
payer to 4peak of Prince Henry, who 
receis'cd neither salary nor pension 
from the !%>•- In a personal expla¬ 
nation, Ledebour said he thought he 
ha<l madr It clear that he above all 


had directed hts remarks against the 
exMple set by Prince Henry, which 
might be followed other naval 

gentleman, in whiefi case it would 
certatoly concern the taxpayers. The 
president intervened with the remark 
that this had ceased to be a personal 
explanation, and Ledebour called 
forth great merriment by 'concluding 
with the words; "Well, I have proved 
that ! was perfectly within my 
rights."—Justice, Lon-^.90.

".^nd the government of the United 
Stales is making itself a ‘ratch pole' 
of a-Latin dictator and de facto im- 
perator, simply because a few of our 
American money sharks profit there-

*T never had the good fortune to 
meet Karl Marx, nor have I been able 
to read hit works, ^yhich are untran¬ 
slated into Engtisb. I am conse¬ 
quently incompetent to speak with 
precision of his views. As I under¬ 
stand them, there are several impor¬ 
tant points on which I differ from 
them. But no difference of opinion 
can lessen the esteem which I feel: 
for the men who so steaufastly, so^ 
patiently, and so self-saerificingly la-' 
bored for the freedom of the op-1 
pressed and the elevation of the I 
down-trodden. 

"He was the founder uf the inter¬ 
national—the first attempt to unite 
}n a ’holy alliance of the people* the 
workingmen of all countries: . he 
tanght the solidarity of labor, the nro- 
therhood of man. and wherever, his 
influence has reached it has tended to 
destroy those prejudices of nation 
and race which have been in all ages 
tbe most efficient means by which 
tyranny has been established and 
"laintaincd. For this I honor; Karl 
Marx. 

"And I honor Karl Marx because 
he saw and taught that the road to 
social regeneration lies not through 
destruction and anarchy, but through 
the promulgation of ideas and the ed¬ 
ucation of the people. He realized 
that en.slavement of the masses it ev- 
jerywhere due to their ignorance, and 
realizing this, he set himself to work 
to roaster and to point out the social 
and economic laws without the rec¬ 
ognition of which all effort'for social 
improvement is but a blind and fruit¬ 
less struggle."

It has uken on 
ja new life, and has started all orer 
again to develop into the richest, roost 
I prosperous nd contented part of En* 
rope. ... I don't bel*evc the an¬ 
nals of the human race snow such an 
' awakening among a whole people as 
I is now going on in Ireland. . . . 

I There is no comparison at all be- 
■tween the Ireland of my boy- 
^ hood days and the Ireland of the 
[present. Social order has* taken the 
I place of anarchy, prosperity has suc- 
|Ceeded poverty; and happiness has 
driven out misery. 

**Let us come down to so short a 
I time as twenty years ago. Even then 
I two or more families lived in a single 
hut with a mud floor, add this they 
I had to share with their pigs and 
igoat.s. Now every family in rural Ire- 
I land lives in a modern house of its 
[own, bought by the government, and 
I paid for by the owner in rent so low 
!that no able-bodied man can com¬ 
plain of the cost as a hardship. 

".^11 of this marvelous change has 
been brought about by the new land 
law passed by the British parliament. 
Under that Kiw, if you are a poor 
man in Ireland, and I have more 
land than I actually netu you can-ap¬ 
ply to the local board that constitute 
a part of the Irish Land commission, 
and have a p.irt of my surplus acres 
set aside for your use and ownership. 

“The government will buy the land I 
from me. at a value appraised by the i 
boartl. and I turn it over to you, afl-^ 
er putting up a onc-story stone house 
for you. at a cost of about $2,000. 
You owe me nothing. Yonr entire j 
indebtedness is to the government, j 
You pay out of your crops or other! 
earnings, to the government every 1 
year what amounts to* a minimum of 
about two and nnc-half per cent in¬ 
terest on the total investment. .As 
soon as the government gets back 
what it paid for you. the property is 
yop*’s. In the last ^wo or three years 
the government has pot eight of this 
kind of tenants on my own land, five, 
miles outside of Dublin. 

“This class of tenants you must un¬ 
derstand are not farmers. They are 
day laborers. But if one acre can 
thus be taken by the government and 
turned over to poor tenants, larger 
tracts can be taken by the same proc¬ 
ess. • These larger tracts, from 35 
Acres up, are cutting up the great 
estates of Ireland, and converting 
them rapidly into smalt farms. It is 
THIS that is making Ireland happy 
and prosperous.'*

They also demand 
that the companies stand (he expense 
of breakage and repairs, an expense 
that heretofore they had to stand, 
sometimes making very large boles in 
their week’s wages Efforts are be¬ 
ing made to induce all taxi drivers 
and. teamsters in the city to quit 
work.

Winona, Minn.—The local union of 
the United Brotherhood of Carpen¬ 
ters, has made a demand upon the 
contractors for an increase in wages 
to become effective .April 1. 1911, The 
new scale calls for an increase from 
$2.75 per day to 4H cents per hour 
for eight hours. 

Mosbogee, Okla.—The Typograph¬ 
ical Union of this city recently signed 
a four-year contract with the em¬ 
ploying printers which provides for 
a very substantial increase, the min¬ 
imum pay being advanced from $18 
to $22 during that time. This union 
w*as organized eight years ago and at 
that time the minimum v. age scale 
was placed at $12 per week. They 
have worked hard to increase their 
scale, and the result has been a steady 
increase every yc.ir until now they 
have signed for a $22 minimum.

Paperhangers and Decorators organ¬ 
ized a local union in this city, and 
since that time the local has suct 
ceeded in having the w*ages of its 
members advanced twice; last year 
from $2.50 to $2.75 per day. and this 
year from $2.75 to $3 per day for 9 
hours. A pretty healthy infant from 
all appearances. 

Chicago, llL—The .\malgamated 
Sheet Metal Workers' International 
Alliance will hold their next bien¬ 
nial convention in this city on Aug. 
7. 1911, and it is expected that this 
will be one of the largest and most 
notable gatherings in the history of 
that ornnization. 

Fort Wayne, Ind—The local union 
of the Operative Plasterer.s will make 
a demand on April 1. 1911, for 62H 
cents per hour and the Saturday half 
holiday. 

Memphif, Tcnn.—The members of 


the lotemational Printing Pressmen 
and Assistants Union of this city re¬ 
cently closed a three year contract 
which carries with it a vc^ subsun- 
tial increase in wages. ^ two of 
the papers the increase amounted to 
$4.50 per week per man, and on the 
other paper they secured an increase 
of three dollars per week per man and 
the emp]o>'ment of additional men 
They secured an increase for the ap¬ 
prentices ranging from $1.50 to $5 per 
week, and a straight eight hour day. 
with time and one-half for all ox’er- 
lime. 

lndian:;poUa. ln<L—.An agreement 
ha» been reached between the Brick¬ 
layers, Masons and Plasters' Inter¬ 
national Union and the Operative 
Plasterers International Assn, of 
.\merica, at a conference of the exec¬ 
utive boards of the two organizations 
held in this city laAt month, atrd 
which at last promises peace between 
them. The agreement will go into ef¬ 
fect as »oon as the nulice.s can be 
sent nut which will he W'ritten in a 
.'ew days, and will allow the Operative 
.’lasterers to organize locals in many 
iowns over which jurisdiction has 
icen claimed by the Bricklayers aod 
Masons. For about 20 years there 
lave been many jurisdictional dis-

rious contractors who have found 
themselves heliyeen two fires. The 
trouble has Hourished in some parts 
of the couniTy with considerable vig¬ 
or during the past few years, and 
this is especially true in New Jer¬ 
sey, and in fact, all of the New Lrg’- 
land states.
